Trade between India and the Republics of erstwhile 
Czechoslovakia, Romania and Poland 

F. No. IPC~4|5(294)j92-97|315.— Agreements! 
Protocols on trade and economic cooperation signed 
by India with the Czech Republic and the Slovak 
Republic and Romania provide for trade taking place 
between India and these countries in freely conver¬ 
tible currency, counter frade, barter or any other 
internationally recognised form of business cooperation. 
With Poland, trade had shifted to the hard currency 
track from 1-1-1991 and the transition period during 
which payments in rupees were permitted for con¬ 
tracts concluded before 'U-12-1990 is to come to 
an end on 30th June 1993, as per Articles VII and 
IX of the Trade Agreement of 26th Nevember 1990 
between India and Poland read with Agreed Minutes 
of 10th April 1992. In order to foster trade between 
India and the Republics of erstwhile Czechoslovakia, 
Romania and Poland, it has been decided as follows : 

A. Trade in freely Convertible Currency. 

Any goods may be imported into Iddia from; the 
Republics of erstwhile Czechoslovakia, Romania and 
Poland in freely convertible currency, provided the 
goods is not in the negative list of imports under the 
Export and Import Policy (1992—1997). Likewise, 
any goods, may be exported from India to these coun¬ 
tries provided the goods is not in the negative list of 
exports under the Export and Import Policy (1992— 
1997). So far as the goods in the negative list of 
imports or exports are concerned, the import or ex¬ 
port, if permi|tted by the Policy, shall be in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions contained in the Export 
and import Policy (1992—1997) and the Hand¬ 
book of Procedures (1992—1997) framed there 
under. As long as the goods is not in the negative list 
of imnorts or exports, its import or export can be 
carried out in freely convertible currency regardless 
of whether the imported or exported goods is includ¬ 
ed or not in any appendix or list in the Trade Pro¬ 
tocol or Trade Agreement between India and these 
countries. 

B. Counter Trade 

Import and export of goods between India and the 
Republic of erstwhile Czechoslovakia, Romania and 
Poland may also take place through counter trade ar¬ 
rangements, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Any goods may be imported or exported 
regardless of whether the goods is included 
or not in any appendix 01 list of the Trade 
Protocol or Trade Agreement between India 
and these countries and regardless of whe¬ 
ther the goods is included or not in any 
positive list of commodities prescribed for 
counter trade arrangements between India 
and other countries. However, if the goods 
is included in the negative list of imports 
or negative list of exports of the Export 
and Import Policy, 1992—1997, the im-
